seems, was an illegitimate child; her 
father and mother are both living, but 
for the last five yean she remained with 
a sister ef her mother, the wife of a police 
constable named Williams. 
Williams 


and his wife treated the child with the 
greatest kindness and consideration. 
Katie was admitted to one of tbe local 
schools. By some means, how has not 
yet been discovered, the teacher and the 
pupils became acquainted with the facts 
concerning Katie's birth. 
She teacher 


became unjustly severe for every offense 
she committed end the scholars made 
cruel and unjust remarks that caused her 
great unhappiness. 


Laid Down on the Track. 


She finally became so affected b/ this 


treatment that Officer 'Williams decided 
to send her to another school, aud had her 
remain home for a week thinking it 
would quiet her mind. The child left the 
house and the next seen of her was by 
the engineer of the Hereford and Bir- 
mingham express while approaching the 
western railway embankment two miles 
from Worcester.

he was coming along at a high rate ot 
speed he saw a child com* out of the tall 
grass growing along the road sod climb 
upon the embankment. She was entirely 
naked and stood tor a metnent on' the 
track looking at the spprachlng train.

General Miller has decided that the secre- 
tary of the treasury bus 110 authority 
under the act of July 14, 1890, to issue 
treasury notes 
provided for by that

bullion pmchaaed each month nnder its 
provisions; but the gain or seignorage 
arising from the coinage of bullion under 
the act, when paid into the treasury, 
becomes a part of the general cash and aa 
such, may be used under existing law 
like any other standard silver dollars, 
and silver certificates may be issued 
against such dollars as may be offered at 
the treasury for exchange, whether such 
silver dollars represent profit or seignor- 
age or otherwise.

It All Means "Crucify Him." 


"It is peculiar to present forms of at- 


tack upon Christianity that laudations 
are heaped upon the character of Jesus aa 
the ideal man; but these assaults are di- 
rected against the only means by which 
his character is made known and against 
the institution whereof his personality 
is the very life-bloo'i. Sweep them away, 
and Jesus, the ideal man, must disappear 
with them. The assault upon Christian- 
ity is, therefore, in effect the old cry, 
'Crucify Him!' 
Christians are almost 


guilty of treason to their Lord if they al 
low their martial spirit to decline ivi such 
a conflict as is upon us, and which few 
becm to realize. 
Christian "Grit" Not Popular.

Letter from Ex-Senator Ingalls to Re- 


publican Editors of Kansas. 
' 


HUTCHIKSOS, Kan., May 27.—At a 


meeting of the Republican editors of the 
Seventh congressional district a letter 
from ex-Senitor Ingalls was read aud 
warmly applauded. Among other things 
the letter said: 


"The 
Republican party is confronted 


with greut problems which threateu its 
supremacy. 
If we are to succeed we 


must deal with the issues of to-day as we 
dealt with blavery, secession, and state 
sovereignty several years ago. The Re- 
publicanism of the future must readjust 
itself to the changed conditions of Amer- 
ican life or it will perish. 


An Austerlitz or a Waterloo. 


"I wish to save it from this fate by re- 


calling the spirit of energy, the aggres- 
sive and patriotic force of the founders 
of the campaign of I860.

The 
real issue is only this: Is modern civili- 
zation to be molded or not by the incar- 
nate God, Jesus Christ? 


Criticism of the Bible. 


"This is no time to seek a pathway be- 


tween faith and disbelief. We must not 
be browbeaten out of belief. I charge 
you. 
clergymen and laymen of the dio- 
cese of Chicago, to endure hardness as a 
good soldier of Jesus Christ. The chief 
point of attack during the past century 
has been the Bible. It has been a tre- 
mendous conflict between Christianity 
and destructive criticism, led by Baur 
and Strauss and tbe German skeptics. 
But they have not been able to stand be- 
fore the defenses o£ Tischendorf, Scholz, 
Griesbacb, Tholuch, Dorner, Ullmann, 
and others.No Evolution iu Faith. 


"The 
second attack is that of those 


whose weapoa is what tbey call compara- 
tive religion. 
They would 
assign to 


Christianity the place of present best 
religion in an evolution toward a final 
best. They hold that Jesus is after all 
only a great hero of religion. But simi- 
larity is not sameness. There is a bound- 
ary line 
bejoud 
which resemblances 


caase, and there it is we discover the 
haavon-wide differences between Chris- 
tianity 
and 
iion-Chrtstian 
systems. 


Christianity has nothing to fear in tha 
crucible of honest 
comparison. 
But 


Christians are called to be stubbornly 
faithful to truth rather than amiable to- 
ward error, 
Christianity Not Philosophy. 


"We are now menaced by a 'new philos- 


ophy' which would sweep away Chris- 
tianity and agnosticize the race. 
We 


must adhere to one definition. Christian- 
ity on the human side is the religious op- 
eration of man's nature by creed, cult and 
life toward God, as revealed in Christ. It 
is not a philosophy. It accounts for all 
things in the one word 'God.' Philos- 
ophies strike out sparks ot light and pass 
into midnight gloom. The light of the 
world shines on. The supreme lesson of 
history is the persistence of Christian 
truth, which, once perceived, becomes a 
stinging rebuke to timidity. The only 
safety of the church is fidelity to herself 
as she is. To become a sharer la the dis- 
integration that is going on in the modern 
Protestant world would be to seal her 
fate."

Minister Disclosed, 


PlTTSBUBQ, Pa., May 27.—The death of 


the Rev. Thomas Pitts, D. D., of the east 
end last week gives to medical science 
the strangest case ever known in patbol 
ogy. An autopsy has disclosed that the 
late minister had a veritable thorn in bis 
brain. Dr. Samnel Ayers, the specialist 
on diseases of the brain, conducted the 
post-mortem. 
When the skull was 


opened a bony plate was discovered. It 
was two inches in length, three-quarters 
of an inch in width, and had a very rough 
surface. It was found occuping a part ol 
the membraneous partition between the 
two hemispheres of the brain. 


The Minister's Erratic Conduct,

vulsions which were doubtless caused by 
the presence of this bony growth. This 
also explains all that seemed nnaccount 
able in Dr. Pitts' erratic conduct and ac 
tions during the last few years of bis 
life.
